Primary Law)—The Star thinks the 
double primary law, requiring a maj- 
ority vote for every office, is found- 
ed on a strong American principl 
and should be preserved, But you 
will have to be careful in mark- 
ing your ballot on this question. If 
you want to vote FOR THE DOUBLE 
PRIMARY you will have to vote 
AGAINST AMENDMENT 30. There- 
fore you should scratch out the line 
"For Amendment No. 30." 


AMENDMENT 31 (Pledging 
Re- 


venues for Highway Debt Refunding) 
—The recent slate 
campaign 
lias 


orphaned this measure, the sponsor 
having withdrawn support because the 
amendment might hinder the incom- 
ing state administration. The obvious 
thing to do, therefore, is to vote against 
it, scratching out the line "For Amend- 
ment No! 31." 


AMENDMENT 32 — (Personal Pro- 


perty Exemption)—This would pro- 
ridc for certain small tax exempt- 
ons' on personal property. However, 
ny tax reduction will rebound against 
chool revenues, already depicted; and 
his measure is also opposed by the 
Arkansas Farm Bureau on the ground 
hat "its passage will be grossly un- 
air to fanners." Our advice is to vote 
igainst it, scratching out the line 
'For Amendment No. 32." 
AMENDMENT 33—(Public Library 


Maintenance)—This is a measure to 
permit cities of 5,000 or more popu- 
ation to vote up to one-mill special 
ax to maintain a public library. 
The measure DOES NOT INCREASE 
TAXES— it 
merely 
AUTHORIZES 


CITIES TO VOTE ON TAXES. It is 
strictly a measure for city home-rule, 
and, 
since it checks libraries and 


heir taxation matters back to the 
voters of the home city, it ought to 
ncct the approval of the state at 
arge. Therefore you should vote for 
it, scratching out the line "Against 
Amendment No. 33." 


AMENDMENT 34—(Police and Fire- 


men Pensions)—Like Amendment 33, 
Ihis is simply a home-rule measure 
[or the cities, permitting voters of 
cities of the first and second class 
to vote, if they choose, up to a two- 
mill tax for pensions! Scratch out 
the line "Against Amendment No. 
34 " 


AMENDMENT 35—(Game & Fish 


Commission)— Sponsorship

measure has been withdrawn, and 
you will therefore vote against it, 
scratching out the line "For Amend- 
ment No. 35."

—(/P)— Italy's invading 


legions thrust a heavy attack into 
the western sector of Greece's stub- 
born defenses Wednesday, apparently 
driving for toannina, 30 miles from 
the frontier,

distance from the coast. 


Neutral military quarters said the 


Greeks were resisting strongly, al- 
though advance guards who faced 
the border at the outbreak of hostil- 
ities were slowly retiring to the 
main defense lines in accordance with 
a prc-conceivcd plan. 


The fighting was heaviest since 


Italy attempted the invasion, they said, 
and heavy artillery thundered through 
out the night on the lower flank of 
the battle line in northwestern Greece. 


The Italians were said to be still j 


far from the main Greek defense sys- 
tem, 
which was described as strong- 


ly fortified.

The area 
in which the warship is operating 
was not disclosed.

Here Are Recom- 
mendations on

Every Hempslcad county farmer, 


man and woman, should study close- 
ly proposed pieces of legislation to 
be voted on at the November 5 gen- 
eral election, says Lee H. Garland, 
Secretary of the county Farm Bureau 
in releasing the following recommen- 
dations of the Arkansas Faim Bureau 
Federation board of directors which 
represents our agricultural interests. 
No stand WPS taken on the remain- 
ing five proposed measures. 


Support of the federation has been 


placed behind Referred Act 314, a 
personal injury suit change of venue 
proposal, and referred Act 319, deal- 
ing with 
workmen's 
compensation, 


which its spokesmen declare if adopt- 
ed will do much to outlaw the damage 
suit racket in Arkansas and stabilize 
industry.

would have the state government han- 
dle workmen's compensation insur- 
ance, is being opposed by the Farm 
Bureau on the grounds that it can 
best be handled by private companies.

conscription lottery which held march- 
ing orders fqr some five million young 
Americans was finished in an unlook- 
ed-for flurry Wednesday morning with 
six numbers missing but finally wound 
up officially with two numbers more 
than it should have had. 


The last capsule was drawn at 4:47 


a. m. and should have been the 9,000th. 
Instead it proved to be the 8,994th., 
despite the most elaborate precaut- 
ions six numbering-bearing capsules 
were missing. 


Selective service officials immediate- 


ly instituted a check to track down 
the- omitted number. Records kept 
throughout the marathon

confirmed the number missing as six. 
The master list disagreed, however, 
showing eight unaccounted for.

Navy 'Way Ahead Of Its Schedule on 
Puerto Ricon Air Base Project

Next year' tit this 
time'it'll have more, than 200.there. 


Shipbuilding Pushed 


The Yiavy also has the throttle wide 


open on its shipbuilding program, al- 
though the results aren't so notice- 
able. Number of workers employed on 
this program in government and prU 
vntt1 shipyards was 72,000 at the end 
of .last June. It had jumped to 86,- 
000 by the'end of August; and rose 
7000 more during September. 


Eight of the 17. battleships which 


have been ordered are nctually un- 
der construction, and two of the eight 
have been launched. Only one of the 
12 airplane carriers contracted for is 
on the ways, and only six of the 
48 cruiser contracts were signed in 
September, incidentally. Work is ahead 
of schedule on eight of the 12 sub- 
marines under construction. Orders 
have been placed for 166 destroyers, 
and work has started on 15; in six 
cases, work is anywhere from two 
weeks to three months ahead of sche- 
dule. 
, 


Lastly, navy recruiting is boom- 


ing. In uniform now are 168,000 men. 
Nearly 40,000 are men who have en- 
listed since the first of this year. 
No especial drive to get men is being 
carried on—they come without being 
asked for, 178,000 hav« applied so far 
this year. .

In 1912 the Arkansas Supreme Court 


ruled that Chiropractic was not the 
practice of medicine and that the 
practice '<&• medicine' was the Art of 
Healing, 


In 1915uthe Legislature of Arkansas 


passed a law creating a state board 
of Chiropractic Examiners with pow- 
er to examine applicants for licenses 
to practice and power to issue said 
license. And defining the practice of 
Chiropractic. 


In 1921 the Legislature amended the 


original law to where the board would 
have.authority to enter into reciprocal 
relations with other states, charge 
an annual renewal fee and raised 
the requirements to obtain a license. 


In 1929 the Legislature passed the 


so called "Basic Science" law which 
it thought was (aimed at the Kansas 
City diploma that had been selling 
medical diplomas and throwing in an 
Arkansas medical license as trim- 
mings. But as soon as the law was 
passed the Medical Society contend- 
ed that it should be applied to Chiro- 
practors but the Attorney General of 
Arkansas ruled that the basic science 
law should not be applied when one 
obtained a license by reciprocity with 
some other state.. Attorney General 
Bailey ruled this again on December 
2, 1936. 


Upon the basis of the first opinion 


Dr. F. C. Crow was issued a license 
by the Chiropractic board, upon the 
basis of reciprocity .with the state of 
Kansas. 


Dr. Crow opened an office in his 


native state of Arkansas and has 
become established in <the community

1938 the Governor of Arkansas'; SAW 
fit to appoint him to the examining 
board, but on August 19, 1938 the 
Arkansas medical society asked for art 
Injunction against th*i board to re- 
strain the board from Issuelng fur- 
ther licenses without the'applicant 
possessing a basic science certificate 
and named two Liftle Rock Chiro- 
practors In the complaint but the two 
Little Rock Chiropractors were never 
notified or summonsed and therefore 
never answered 
the complaint that 


all they knew about was what they 
read in the papers. 


This Injunction suit was heard in 


Pulaski Chancery Court on June 7, 
1939 and the court ruled that the 
basic science law did not apply .to 
Chiropractors under any 
cjrchims- 


tances and directed the board to not 
only accept applications for licenses 
by reciprocity but to conduct examin- 
ations as directed by the Chiroprac- 
tic Statute. This the Chiropractic board 
did until the supreme court reversed 
the lower court decision. 


Dr. Crow stated that since approval 


of the basic science law on March 14, 
1929 the Chiropractic board issued 
278 licenses under the direction of the 
Attorney General and the 
Pulaski 


Chancery court but issued none con- 
trary to the then interpretation of 
the basic science law. 


The basic science board has au- 


thority to grant certificates by . re- 
ciprocity and is now doing it with 
all state medical boards 
that en-

Defeat of proposed Constitutional 


Amendment 30, which calls for re- 
peal of Constitutional Amendment 29 
of 1938 and its provisions for a pre- 
ferential primary abolition of com- 
mittee nominations, and prevention 
of an official appointed to a political 
office from succeeding himself, and a 
preferential primary system as pro- 
vided by Amendment 29 are correct- 
ions of weaknesses which had exist- 
ed in the state's method of select- 
ins public servants and should be 
protected, federation spokesmen said.
